Ind.. to Hartford. At preaont th« 
rivers are too high and tho roads 
• too rouKh. Owing to the dangerous 
explosive qualities of this stuff, ex- 
tra prerautioiis must be taken. 
About 7". (maris of nitroglycerine 
will be used in the shot and it is es- 
timated that the effect will be to 
i pnt the well in condition so that it 
will flow at th« rata ot from 100 to 
160 barrels par day. Much de- 
pends upon the effect of this shot.

and looktod tho dMrlte tor the 
w.'ii Tbia is the flrst exUBplo in 
( ky of an oil well being locat- 
ed on a Btrirtly sclentiflc basis and 
not on the usual "wildcat" plan. 
Prof. Gardner's report was Incorpo- 
rated in the prospectus of tbVcom-

8Ut« Goologlat.

— Pobert 
Love Taylor, Tniled States Senator 
from Tennessee, died here to-day, 
unable to withstand the slmck of an 
operation for gall stones, perform- 
edlaat Thursday. 

Early thia morning the Senator 
began to fail to respond to stimu- 
; lants. .Mrs. Taylor, worn out by a 
1 <l»y ami night vigil, had gone to her 
/apartments. At 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing the Senator began to sink so 
rapidly that she was sent for. She 
was at hia bedside when the end 
camo at 9:40 o'clock. 

"Piddling Bob" Taylor, so known 
because he pl»yad hi* way into the 
hcHits or his audiences, carrying 
his violin wherever he campaigned, 
was 61 years old. He belonged to 
an olflce-holdlng family. His fath- 
er was a Repreoontatlve in c:on- 
groaa and OommtaaMraor of Indian 
Affairs, aad as.naolo waa la tho 
Contod«rat#: Sonata. 

Once Ponrion . Agent at Knoi- 
vlllo twice Governor of Tennessee, 
from 1.SX7 to 1891 and 1897 to 
18!t;t. Senaior Taylor forged his 
way to the national House of Rep- 
resentatives from the same con- 
gressional district that had pre- 
vioualy aont his father to Congress 
and later ^hls hrothor, Altrad A. 
Taylor, whom ho' aubao«noatly da< 
featod tor OoTomor.

So serious did the sit- 
uat become at one time that 
tht-ie was a ftar the wh.ile a',ir<'e- 
ment would be dls'uptid. Put in 
the Interest of peace the miners 
withdrew that demand. 

Within a few daya the proposed 
eoiili-act will be submitted to the 
mill' s for ratiticatlon. Tiie poli'v 
coniiiiiitee voted to reiommend ii 
I anil the submission will be a maitei- 
of iiiiin. Thi' State pieiiident and 
Inti I tialional Piesident White all 
say ii will be endorsed by an over- 
whelming vote. 

The contract Is for two years. It 
Is likely the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
opei.iiors will be permitted to work ;

The patient, William Bnckner, a 
prominent real oaUte dealer of 
Cincinnati, came to BalUmore No- 
vember 23d laat. auffering with a 

i)ecuiiar affection of the brain. For 
weeks before his arrival in this city 
he bad been In p state of seml- 
(oma, except at intervals, when he 
would awaken and seem well. When 
It was leaat expected, he would fall 
over and again lapse into uncon-

The disease aasertel Itself about 
seven months ago when .Mr. Kuck- 
ner was making e deal with one oT 
bis customers. He biought the 
conversation to an abrupt end and 
walked, abaont-mtndedly, from his 
office to hie home. On arriving 
home tir seemel to be In full poa- 
session of his faculties, but during 
the evening meal lie fell from his 
place at the tal)le to the floor un- 
conscious. He was revived, but 
several daya later began to com- 
plain of feeling a continual drowsi- 
ness. This drowsiness terminated 
m a complete atate of oenw within 
a few days. 

t)n his arrival heie Mr. Buckner 
was placed under the care of Dr. 
Cuahlag. Hie case was a puzzling 
one. but after X-ray examinations, 
during which photographa of the 
brain were Uken. Br. Cuahing dis- 
covered that a portion of the brain 
liad decayed and frayed tissues 
were causing the healthy sections 
gradually to become affected. The 
eaae at that time seemed hopeless, 
although Mr. Buckner seemed in no 
Immediate danaar of death.

The transplanting of the brain 
and the procuring of It were two 
widely different things, however, 
and this was the difficulty con- 
fronting the physician when one of 
his colleaguea caaually. mentioned 
that a child horn In one of the 
wards had Just died of Inanition. 
Here was the opportunity. 

Dr. Gushing hurried to the ward, 
and after obtaining permission, re- 
moved the brain. Assistants had 
rushed Mr. Huckner to the operat- 
ing room and prepared him for the 
ordeal.

not been encouraging. Where 
thousands of dollars annually aie 
l)ein« wa.sted on mud roads, as Is 
the case in many of the K^tucky 
counties, it would tjis mpairastly In 
the iatereat of ecOneauf and effl- 
cleney, to vote bondii aM| make per- 
manent Improvemeata. diua reduc- 
ing the cost of maintenance. 

Counties In Tennessee. Virginia 
and West VIrKlnia are issuluK 
lionds ri;;lit aloHK. In Tennessee 
alone some twenty or more coun- 
ties have voted favorably on bond 
propositions in the paat year. In 
Indiana most of the road building 
at preaent la being done by town- 
ahlpa and these townships in re- 
rent years have voted many tlion- 
san<ls of dollrs for hinliway im- 
provement. Indiana has the larg- 
est mileage of good roads, leading 
all the States of the ,rnion, and it 
is by such methoda that she hopes 
to retain her aupremacy. 

It haa be^ a long time aince any 
Kentucky county Issued bonds for 
road construction. It is certain 
that some of them are slandinR in 
their own li^ht by not <loiM^; so 
The bond Issue is the only possible 
method of getting good roads for 
the people now on earth as well as 
for- aaeeeedla* ^aaeratioaa. - And 
over against the trite arifument 
that bond Issuea tax prosperity. Is 
the clinching counter-argument 
that they will benefit posterity and 
|)08lerity ought to be willing to help 
pay for the benefit.

become wayward anrf indifferent 
and has left the old home to wan 
der In a "far country." Perhaps 
there is a wife whose married life 
has been one long martyrdom 
cause of the ruin wrought in the 
home by the drink habit to which 
her liushanii has fallen. She cov- 
ers as well as .she can the troubles 
and sorrows and disgrace, bravely 
facing the world, making most of 
life; and oftentlmea eking out a 
scant living for herself and little 
ones by hard outside labor. And 
there is a man who patiently and 
uncomplainln>:Iy endures the an- 
noyances of the home where there 
Is constant friction and discord, 
even his dearest friends knowing 
nothing of the iron tbat has enter- 
ed his soul because of thf brave 
front he keeps. ' P''- 

A short time agw tkS'e passed 
away a most remarkable unknown 
hero whose life was so sunny, so 
strong and so brave that It makes 
us better men and women Just to 
hear of her. Left fatherless at an 
early age, this little girl went to 
work In a factory, the mother flnd-

woman. Then she married a strong, 
tine young man three years her se- 
nior. TNvo years later their troubles 
came, the husband's sickjMss dsvel- 
oping into tuberculosis.

young and strong and brave man 
was taken from her.

On thi> afternoon of the 
day of the niasi^acre the patience of 
the goldlors was sorely tried, but 
Still they refrained from violence.
